He has 
previously designed PETER PAN and FIDDLER ((1971) and CINDERELLA and MAME (1972), 
as well as having assumed the critical position of Technical Director during our 1975 
season at the Centennial Concert Hall.

THE STORY OF IRENE 

The year is 1919 and Irene O'Dare helps her widowed Mother in a little music 
shop in the Irish neighbourhood of New York City. Mrs. O'Dare, like all good 
Irish Mothers wants her daughter married and settled down with a decent, 
hard-working, neighbourhood fellow. Irene, in her cheerful sunny way, feels 
there is more to life than that. Against all tradition, she is going to be a success¬ 
ful business woman. In fact, she installs the first telephone in the neighbour¬ 
hood, in their shop. 


And, the very first time the phone rings, it impels Irene headlong into our 
plot. She is asked to tune the pianos at the very swanky Long Island estate of 
the very swanky Marshall family. There, Irene meets her Prince Charming, 
Donald S. Marshall the Third. Despite his rather stiff manner, she is immed¬ 
iately captivated by him. He is intrigued with this cheerful lass too, so unlike 
any of the society damsels his Mother has been urging on him. While Irene is 
there, Donald's addle-pated cousin, Ozzie, enters with a proposition. He wants 
to open a dress salon, to be run by a wild eccentric who calls himself Madame 
Lucy. Donald agrees to finance the project, with the proviso that his new dis¬ 
covery, Irene O'Dare, handle the business end. Irene not only takes care of the 
business, but she and several Ninth Avenue girl friends are hired as models 
and in a hilarious number, they are taught by Madame Lucy, the fine points of 
high-fashion modelling. 


Madam Lucy is to introduce his fashions at a society ball where, to impress the 
gathering, Irene is introduced as the Contessa Irena O'Dari. She proceeds 
to captivate everyone. When Donald introduces her to his Mother as the fake 
Contessa however, and insists that she continue to play the role for business 
purposes, Irene is outraged. She will not continue to live a lie for Donald or 
anyone else. Her dream of romance seems over. Donald is equally unhappy 
over the break-up and comes to her Ninth Avenue shop to urge her to return 
to the business. He cannot bring himself to admit his affection, feels they 
should continue as two businessmen together and Irene furiously throws him 
out. 


The climax of the story takes place at an elaborate party at the Marshall Estate. 
Mrs. O'Dare has learned of Irene's unrequited love for Donald and is deter¬ 
mined to confront him. Irene follows her Mother to the party, determined to 
stop her from pleading her cause. Once there, Donald confronts her, breaks 
down and confesses his love. And, Mrs. O'Dare suddenly meets the man who 
was her long lost love. He is of course . .. but that would be giving the plot 
away! Everything DOES, however, end happily. 


Originally produced in 1919, this modernized, revamped version carries its age 
with grace and style. Combined with its Cinderella type story, is the tale of a 
delightful Irish lass who believed in women's lib long before the term was 
invented. It is a gay, light-hearted piece of "fluff" with a special kind of charm, 
including some of the best-loved, most singable numbers in the history of 
American musical theatre. 






JOAN KARASEVICH (Irene O'Dare) is Winnipeg born 
and educated and a "graduate" of Rainbow stage. 
Miss Karasevich made her first appearance on our 
stage in 1956, when she debuted as "Winnie Tate" 
in ANNIE GET YOUR GUN and "Gloria" in WIZARD 
OF OZ. She has since returned to appear as "Tuptim" 
in THE KING AND I, (1969), the title role in our 1972 
production of CINDERELLA, and marked the 18th 
anniversary of her first association with Rainbow 
Stage as "Maria" in "Rainbow" 1974 production of 
SOUND OF MUSIC. 

Miss Karasevich has enjoyed an active, successful 
career, which has taken her across Canada and into 
the U.S. Her lengthy list of stage credits include the 
title role in JANE EYRE, Charlottetown Festival, "Lady 
Mortimer" in HENRY IV—PART I, Stratford Festival, 
"Lady I and II," JACQUES BREL (Toronto), "Kate 
Hardcastle", in SHE STOOPS TO CONQUER, Seattle

OPERA and "Louise" in THE FANTASTICKS for M.T.C. 
and "Philia" in Bastion Theatre's (Victoria) production 
of A FUNNY THING HAPPENED ON THE WAY TO 
THE FORUM. Her versatility as a performer has taken 
her into radio, television, film and concerts, including 
CBC Drama, Comedy & Variety Shows, School Broad¬ 
casts, National Film Board features, Cabarets in both 
Canada and the U.S. and commercials. Miss Karasevich's

The Manitoba School for Theatre & Allied Arts was established in April, 1973, 
in association with Rainbow Stage Theatre, to meet the needs of Manitobans 
who wish to pursue a serious, professionally and performance oriented pro¬ 
gram of Theatre studies. The Board of Directors, Rainbow Stage Inc., in keeping 
with their policy of encouraging and developing young native talent, under¬ 
took to provide for the costs related to the administration of this endeavour, 
for a period of not less than five years. During the first two "pilot" years of 
development, The Manitoba Arts Council extended its support to the venture, 
as did The Winnipeg Foundation and The Manitoba Drama League. 


With the 1977-1978 season, the Manitoba School for Theatre & Allied Arts, 
operating as the School of Performing Arts (SPA), begins its fifth year of a five 
year period of development—the ultimate objective being the introduction of 
a full-time, wholly professional Program to serve Manitoba first and the geo¬ 
graphic area from the Lakehead to the Saskatchewan/Alberta border second. 
Currently operating as a part-time (evenings and week-ends) program, the 
Course extends over four years, the final year given over largely to Public 
Performances. Designed to provide a course of studies paralleling similar pro¬ 
fessional programs in Canada, the U.S. and abroad, the environment is 
structured and disciplined and the curriculum developed accordingly. The 
program, under the guidance and instruction of an exceptionally qualified, 
professional Faculty, includes basic Theatre disciplines—Acting, Improvisation, 
Voice/Speech, Movement (Ballet, Jazz and Modern, Fencing, Mime, period 
Dance), Voice/Music—and for the Senior and Advanced students, a variety of 
special workshops and option courses (i.e. Acting for Television and Film). 
Enrollment is by audition only. In Janaury, 1975, the Administration of the 
MSTAA became autonomous with the appointment of the School's first per¬ 
manent Executive Director. And, in June, 1976, the School Board appointed its 
first Artistic Director to further ensure the continuing development of the 
part-time Program and to commence planning for the professional School, 
which it is anticipated, will be a reality by September, 1978. 


The MSTAA is governed by a School Board comprised of individuals repre¬ 
senting the Corporate and Performing Arts communities in Winnipeg. Our 
Program is currently being supported by The Manitoba Arts Council, Rainbow 
Stage Inc., and The Winnipeg Foundation. In addition to its resident Faculty, 
the MSTAA has welcomed such notable Guest Instructors and Directors as 
Adrian Pecknold, founding Artistic Director, The Canadian Mime Theatre and 
Canadian Mime Theatre School, Powys Thomas, founding Artistic Director, The 
National Theatre School, Montreal and The Vancouver Playhouse Acting 
School, noted Canadian actors Len Birman (Lies My Father Told Me) and Bud 
Knapp and internationally renowned actor Jose Ferrer.

PREVIEW NIGHT PROGRAM 

During the 1966 and 1967 season, immediately following the reorganization 
of Rainbow Stage Theatre, numerous requests were received by our office, 
to accommodate groups of individuals from local and Municipal Hospitals, 
Senior Citizens and Rehabilitation programs, during regular performances. 
In those initial two years, Rainbow Stage staff made every effort to provide 
the opportunity for these people to enjoy live Theatre on a complimentary 
basis, throughout the regularly scheduled run of productions. But, like Topsy, 
the numbers of requests received grew . . . and grew . . . and grew. By 1968, 
some seventeen Agencies were being accommodated. Reviewing their efforts 
prior to the 1969 season, and realizing the great need that existed in the com¬ 
munity, for a means of providing people who would not otherwise be afforded 
the opportunity to attend live theatre, with the privilege to do so, The Board of 
Directors and Senior Management evolved a program of Preview Nights, 
which have since become an annual event. Twice each season, on the evenings 
prior to the public opening of each production. Rainbow Stage Theatre has 
opened its doors to our less privileged neighbours, providing the entire seat¬ 
ing capacity of its theatre facility on a complimentary basis. Since that time, 
the numbers of Agencies, Hospitals, Rehabilitation, Senior Citizen and Com¬ 
munity programs participating, have increased to 72—a fact from which all 
those associated with our Community Theatre, derive great pride. Preview 
Night, a community service of Rainbow Stage Theatre, is extended to the 
following:

RAINBOW SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM 

The Allyn A. Rossen - lames Duncan Memorial Scholarships 

In the Fall of 1972, the Board of Directors, Rainbow Stage Inc., established a 
Scholarship Program in keeping with the Theatre's principal aim—to discover, 
encourage and develop local talent. 

The special fund, reserved for the express purpose of providing financial assis¬ 
tance to promising young talent, is disbursed annually in memory of the late 
Allyn A. Rossen and James Duncan, both of whom were dedicated to the 
concept of a community theatre and the encouragement of young Manitobans. 

Mr. Duncan, a prominent figure in Greater Winnipeg music circles, was a 
founding member of the Winnipeg Summer Theatre Association, its first pro¬ 
ducer and a major contributor to the Theatre's early artistic growth. His keen 
interest in the young people of Manitoba was evident in all segments of his 
daily life. Mr. Rossen served as a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Winnipeg Summer Theatre Association and with the demise of this predeces¬ 
sor organization, was one of the six local businessmen who spear-headed 
efforts to revitalize our Community Theatre and return it to its original con¬ 
cept as a showcase for local talent. As Executive Vice-President of Rainbow 
Stage Inc., from 1966 until his untimely death in 1968, his personal dedication 
was instrumental to the realization of this goal. 

The annual competition is open to members of the two Rainbow Stage com¬ 
panies interested in pursuing their training and studies, whether locally, or 
elsewhere in Canada. In September of each year, a Scholarship Committee, 
comprised of our Producer, Resident Director, Musical Co-ordinator, Chorus 
Master, Administrative Director and member of Actors' Equity who has per¬ 
formed with us during the season, meet to review all applications submitted. 
Selection of recipients is made in four categories—ACTING, VOICE, DANCE 
and TECHNICAL ARTS. 

Over the past five seasons, in excess of sixty Scholarships have been awarded 
to talented Manitobans. This support has helped make possible for these 
young people, the pursuit of on-going training with the Professional School 
of The Royal Winnipeg Ballet, The Manitoba School for Theatre & Allied Arts, 
The Vancouver Playhouse Acting School, The National Theatre School, Montreal, 
The Design Department, Dalhousie University, Halifax, The University of 
Toronto Opera School, the Royal Conservatory of Music, Toronto, as well as 
with private vocal coaches locally and in Eastern Canada. The benefits to Rain¬ 
bow stage specifically and the performing arts community generally, are im¬ 
measurable as a result, for the encouragement and training of future pro¬ 
fessionals will ensure the consistent development of our artistic environment, 
together with the equally vital achievement of excellence in all artistic en¬ 
deavours.
